Edith  Brown,  Joan  Batten,  Ercell  Creech,  Martha  Bunn,  Shorty  Stancil,  W.  J.  Johnson,  Billy  Wall  Boyette,  Evelyn 
Jones,  Clovis  Boykin,  and  E.  V.  Hodge  comprised. the  cast  of  our  Junior  play,  "Let  Me  Out  of  Here."  Much  credit 
for  the  success  of  the  play  is  also  due  the  other  members  of  the  class  who  supported  the  cast  by  performing  the  nu- 
merous job  necessary  for  the  production  of  a  successful  play. 

On  April  15, 1955,  at  the  Cherry  Hotel  in  Wilson,  we  entertained  the  members  of  the  class  of  '55  with  the  annual 
Junior-SeniorBanquet.  Our  theme  was  "Hitch  Your  Wagon  To  A  Star."  The  large  dining  hall  was  beautifully  decor- 
ated to  carry  out  the  motif  of  the  banquet.  A  most  delicious  dinner  was  served  to  about  one  hundred  ten  guests. 

The  Rhythm  Masters  of  Fremont,  Mrs.  Jenny  Wicker  of  Kenly,  and  La  Verne  Jones  and  James  Vernon  Davis  of 
Glendale  were  guest  stars,  who  added  much  to  the  banquet  by  their  memorable  entertainment. 

After  three  years  of  plodding  ever  upward  toward  our  goal,  we  became  awe-inspiring  Seniors.  Under  the  patient 
and  understanding  leadership  of  Mrs.  Lois  P.  Bunn,  our  beloved  Senior  Advisor,  and  the  assistance  given  her  by  our 
capable  class  officers,  Joan  Batten,  W.  J.  Johnson,  Esther  Parrish,  Vira  Lamm,  Janice  Pope,  Judy  Boykin,  and  Evelyn 
Jones,  we  started  on  the  whirl  of  activities  that  Seniors  enjoy. 

To  compile  the  record  of  our  footprints  as  we  imprinted  them,  Joan  Batten  was  elected  editor-in-chief  of  our 
yearbook,  the GLEN-CEDO.  Other  members  of  the  annual  staff  were  Judy  Boykin,  Evelyn  Jones,  W.  J.  Johnson,  Mar- 
tha Bunn,  Jo  Ann  Radford,  Billy  Wall  Boyette,  Vira  Lamm,  Clovis  Boykin,  Edith  Brown,  Janice  Pope,  Esther  Parrish, 
Louise Narron,  Lida  Jean  Narron,  and  Anne  Pittman.  Nettie  Weaver  and  Glenda  Morris  also  deserve  much  credit  for 
their  attendance  at  our  after-school  staff  meetings,  and  for  their  untiring  and  ever-ready  efforts  to  help  make  our 
yearbook  a  success.  At  these  meetings  after  school,  we  did  most  of  the  planning,  collecting  information  and  pic- 
tures, typing  and  all  other  work  that  goes  into  the  production  of  a  good  annual. 

Joan  Batten  was  also  elected  editor  of  the  GLENDALE  ECHO,  our  school  paper,  during  this  eventful  year.  The 
other  members  of  the  Echo  staff  were  members  of  the  senior  typing  class. 

According  to  senior  tradition,  we  had  two  Christmas  parties,  one  of  which  we  gave  ourselves.  The  other  and  big- 
ger party  was  given  us  by  our  grademothers,  Mrs.  O.  B.  Batten,  Mrs.  Willie  Boyette,  and  Mrs.  Joe  Johnson.  Comic 
gifts  were  exchanged,  lively  games  played,  lovely  gifts  presented  to  our  grademothers  and  Mrs.  Bunn,  and  delicious 
refreshments  devoured  by  hungry  Seniors,  as  well  as  by  the  others. 

Our  Senior  Play,  "TheDarling  Brats,"  was  a  huge  success.  This  was  given  on  January  26,  1956,  in  the  high  school 
auditorium.  The  cast  included  Jo  Ann  Radford,  Joan  Batten,  Evelyn  Jones,  Vira  Lamm,  E.  V.  Hodge,  Anne  Pittman, 
Judy  Boykin,  Billy  Wall  Boyette,  James  Earl  Bailey,  Clovis  Boykin,  and  Genell  Hicks,  all  of  whom  proved  to  be 
great  actors  and  impressed  the  audience  with  their  gay  interpretation  of  the  play.  All  other  members  of  the  class 
composed  the  production  staff,  whose  work  made  possible  the  success  of  the  production. 

Our  Senior  year  was  a  busy  one  as  we  sold  everything  from  Christmas  cards,  pins,  and  stationery  to  home  made 
cakes.  We  operated  a  store  in  our  new  gym,  the  profits  of  which  helped  swell  our  senior  class  funds.  We  also  spon- 
sored a  barbecue  supper  in  the  spring  in  order  to  raise  money  for  the  ever-occurring  expenses  in  a  Senior  Class  and 
for  our  Senior  trip  to  New  York. 

This  glimpse  into  our  past  as  we  officially  record  our  footprints  has  shown  only  a  few  of  the  activities  we  enjoyed 
together.  Only  in  our  hearts  can  we  record  our  fondest  memories  and  the  many  other  activities  not  put  down  in  this 
history  of  our  class. 

During  the  four  years  we  have  spent  in  Glendale  High  School,  we  have  acquired  much  of  the  knowledge  and  un- 
derstanding which  will  be  our  guide  on  our  journey  through  life.  We  have  achieved  the  first  goal  toward  which  we 
set  forth- -we  are  now  ready  to  probe  further  into  the  future. 

And  now  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  move  one  step  higher  upon  the  road  "Toil"  as  we  journey  onward  toward 
our  ultimate  goal  in  life--the  city  "Success."  We  leave  behind  us  our  footprints  on  the  sands  of  time- -footprints 
that,  perhaps  in  future  years,  students  at  Glendale  High  School  may  gaze  upon,  and  "seeing,  shall  take  heart  again."
